The recovery of Lego, alias Porezeff, 
the assassin of Von Plehve, is practically 
certain.

The council of mniisters, after sitting 
until 5 p. m., discussing the vatican situ- 
ation, decided to keep its decision ‘secret.

A patrol wagon was called from the near- 
est police station, whither the two pris- 
oners were taken, Golden had two bonds- 
men at the station when he arrived there, 
but the captain in charge, acting under 
orders from the inspector, refused to 
liberate Golden or Buser on bail. Both 
prisoners were sent to cells vehemently 
protesting against what they declared 
was an outrage. \ 

Golden was in a cell nearly two hours 
before Inspector Hunt relented. The 
prisoner was released on bonds of $300, 
signed by Nicholas Geler, president of 
the butchers’ union. Golden was liberat- 
ed only on condition that he remain away 
from labor headquarters until after his 
hearing tomorrow morning. George T. 
Busse, another official of the teamsters’ 
union, who was arrested with Golden, 
was likewise freed on $300 bonds signed 
by Geter. ; 

When Inspector Hunt drove up te the 
police station in which Golden was in- 
carcerated, an angry throng of the lead- 
ers of the strike, summoned to a meeting 
almost directly across the street, to con- 
sider a possible renewal of the walkout 
of the live stock handlers, surrounded 
the station. The labor leaders had vain- 


tly demanded that the prisoners be. booked 


and admitted to bail, according to ordi- 
nary custom. 

, The strike leaders had also insisted on 
seeing the prisoner, but were refused. 
An attempt to institute habeas corpus 
proceedings for Golden’s release was im- 
minent when the inspector came. 

Cornelius Shea, president of the Team-

Eighty colored men being transported 
from the stock yards late in two cars 
of the Lake ,Shore road, were thrown 
into a panic by a furious attack by a 
mob of two hundred throwing stones, 
which demolished nearly every window 
in both cars. At Fortieth and Wright 
streets, the explosion of a half dozen tor- 
pedoes warned the engineer to stop. In- 
stantly a mob rushed from various places 
of concealment and the rock throwing 
began. Three policemen standing on the 
platform beat back the rioters, while the 
negroes, thoroughly frightened, hid under 
the car seats while the train pulled away 


from the scene.

Reply of Commission Next 
Week, | 


It was learned on the very best au- 
thority yesterday that at the meeting 
of the prominent railroad men represent- 
ing the largest railroads in the south held 
at the Piedmont this week, an under- 
standing had been.reached regarding the 
positions of the railroads in the present 
freight war being waged with the Atlanta 
Freight Bureau and an ultimatum sent 
to the Georgia railroad commission, 
‘While no particulars of the message sent 
to the commission could be learned yes- 
terday, it was stated by one railroad man 
what the answer to the commission was 
simply a request asking that they be more 
explicit in the matter of what they want- 
ed the railroads to do. It will be remem- 
bered that in the decision handed down 
in the case of the petition of the Atlanta 
Freigiit Bureau, the commission said that 
the railroads must within the next sixty 
days make reasonable interstate rates or 
en addition to appealing to the interstate 
commerce CGommission they would lower 
eae present rates between different points 
within the state of Georgia, which is 
within their jurisdiction. 

AS fore stated in The Constitution, 
the mission dem#nded that the rail- 
roads make “reasonable” interstate rates 
or they would go ahead andecarry out 
their threat, and just what the commis- 
Slon means by “reasonable’’ rates the 
railroads say they do not understand, as 
they believe that the existing rates are 
and have been reasonable. 

So it was that at the meeting of rail- 
road men held at the Piedmont this week 
an answer to the commission was framed, 
and it is believed that while the railroads 
asked for more specific details dS to the 
reducing of the interstate rates, they also 
gave the commission to understarid that 
if members of the commission were 
anxious to make a fight, they would find 
the railroad prepared for just that same 
kind of warfare. This part of the answer 


was simply, intimated and of course the. 


exact contents will not be divulged until 
after the commission has taken action, if 
at all. 
One thing, however,- would seem to 
Stamp this communication as being one 
of much importance, as the railroad men 
have agreed to return to Atlanta and 
after hearing the reply of the commis- 
Sion take such action as they consider 
fit. In the raflroad colony yesterday it 
was believed that the railroads are look- 
ing for something important in the way 
of a reply or they would not come from 
all parts of the country to Atlanta again 
for the consideration of this answer. 
There were plenty of rumors, some of 
which were to the effect that the rall- 
roads were willing to make some conces- 
sions to the commission on account of 
public opinion and the averting of a long 
war. Other rumors were to the effect 
that the railroads would simply carry the 
matter straight to the United States su- 
preme court, where in the face of Other 
decisions {in similar cases, precedents had 
been established which would certainly 
result in a victory for the railroads.

tion on the board of education. 

“IT .am here to make a statement, not 
to attempt to run the city council,”’ stat- 
ed Mr. Rosser. “There has been an in- 
‘cident in connection with the construc. 
tion of two public school buildings which 
I do not wish to pass 4s current, as it is 
not. true. Alderman Inman has been 
quoted as saying that the school build- 
ings cost $40,000, when we had made 
an estimate of $25,000. That is not the 
truth, and I asked Mr. Inman to be pres- 
ent and hear me make this statement. 
Our first estimate for lots and buildings 
was $50,000. The lots cost $7,250. Our 
next estimate was that the buildings 
would cost $43,000. 
000, spent $7,000 and returned $13,000 to 
the city treasury. Finally we estimated 


'that the building would cost about $35,- 


000, and as we had expended $7,000, we 
asked for $28,000 more. Changes ordered 


about $2,000 more than. we had esti- 
mated. Does any man think we could 
*thave made an estimate that fell $15,000 
short? Now, the question is, have we 
done the work cheaply and fairly? The 
Edgewood avenue school, with six rooms, 
was built for $13,000 at a time when the 
price of material was 35 per cent less 
than it is now.

| No man in the country keeps in 
closer touch with the material condi- 
tions of the southern states than Mr. 
|Edmonds. In a communication to The 
‘New York Sun he discusses at some 
‘length the problems of ginning, baling 
and warehousing the south’s staple 
crop, and he expresses the opinion 
-tnat changes are soon to come which 
will work the same sort of revolution, 
‘relatively, that the McCormick reaper 
‘and the great warehouse system of 
‘the west did in the handling and the 
development of the wheat crop. 

The farmers of Texas, in their an- 
nual convention, held a few days ago, 
strongly urged the establishment of 
| throughout the 
‘south, stating that the effect would be 


profitable alike to manufacturers and | 


‘growers by doing away with the wide 
‘fluctuations in prices, and would at 
ithe same time save to the growers of 
American cotton something like $100,- 
000,000 a year. The growers will 
‘profit from every substantial improve- 
| ment in the handling of their crop. 
As Mr. Edmonds points out, “As every 
unnecessary expense in cotton hand- 
‘ling falls back upon the grower, so 
every improvement in ginning, com- 
|pressing and handling naturally in- 
‘ures more or less to his profit.” 

| Estimates of the dollars-and-cents 
‘extent of this benent can, of course, 
be little else than guess work; but 
\the editor of The Manufacturers’ Rec- 
‘ord does not regard it an over- 
estimate to say that there will be 
‘saved to the south from $2.00 to $2.50 
a bale, or from $20,000,000 to $25,000,- 
| 000 annually by the general adoption 
of the new method of producing a 
‘square bale, of which he has had a 
‘good deal to say. ‘This is ‘“‘a simple 
‘invention, operated by unskilled labor, 
and can be attached to any gin, mak- 
ing a perfect, fully covered, square 
bale at the initial point, without hav- 
ing to be hauled 50 to 100 miles from 
,the gin to a central warehouse.” Mr.

/pared with the round bale: First, its 
adoption would not involve any rev- 
olution in methods of transportation; 
and, second, as the company will sell 
the device outright, there can be no

It must be proved 
that they are for the use of the army or 
navy. That is our position and always 
has been our position. Of course, it is 
very true that anything on the way toa 
‘country may be used in war, but that 
argument is not sufficient to make it 
contraband. Think of the position this 
country would.be in, with its great agri- 
cultural territory, if our products were 
made contraband because, forsooth, some 
‘provisions might find their way to the 
army of a belligerent! 

| England held the same view during the 
Boer war.

Russia cannot sue for peace with 

Japan, or accept any suggestions of 
mediation at this time, without an 
enormous loss of prestige. Under ex- 
isting conditions she cannot continue 
ithe war with any substantial hopes of 
ultimate victory. The contest to date 
‘has been one uninterrupted series of 
Japanese victories, each adding to the 
strength of the mikado’s position. In 
all probability the desperation of the 
“Russian cauge is at last fully realized 
at St. Petersburg. 
But what can be done? How is it 
possible to bring an end to this war 
in a manner that will “save the face” 
of the czar’s goverhment at home? 

The Chinese government was able 
to impregs the Chinese masses that it 
|would have made short work of the 
idespised pygmies of Japan had not the 
‘whole world stepped in and forced 
peace. The masses of Russia’s popu- 
lation are no more enlightened than 
,those of China, and it is certainly 
‘among the possibilities that an end 
|'may be brought to the present war 
with the same sort of governmental 
‘excuse as was advanced in the Chino- 
Japanese conflict, which has, in othe 
ways, been so ‘strangely paralleled. 
Can it be that Russia’s present policy 
is making toward such an end? A 
sharp call-down by Great Britain and

A reporter of 
The Constitution called at his private car, 
which was sidetracked on the tracks of 
the West Point, but Mr. Smith refused 
positively to see any newspaper man, 
sending word by a messenger that his 
business in Atlanta was of no interest 
to the public generally. 

Of course every one knows and the re- 
porter learned that the occasion of Mr. 
Smith’s visit to Atlanta was in reference 
to the entrance of the Louisville and 
Nashville into Atlanta and the establish- 
ment of terminals in this city. When Mr. 
Smith refused to be seen by a newspaper 
man there was nothing left to do but to 


talk to his secretary, Michael Reedy, who.

Colonel Smith's letter, which is one of 
& great many written by leading Geor- 
gians, follows: 

‘Smithsonia, Ga., July 27, 1904.—Hon. 
Martin V. Calvin, Chairman Committee 
on General Agriculture, House of Repre- 
sentatives, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: I 
note the senmiaie has passed an immi- 
gration bill and sent it to the house. 
In regard to immigration, I will say: 

“It is very necessary for the future of 
Georgia that as many white laboring 
people ‘be Induced to come to Georgia as 
possible. German farmers make good 
citizens. They become assimilated with 
our people by marrying and intermarry- 
ing. There are many agricultura] p®ople 
in Europe who will do the same. Of 
course there is a certain class of immi- 
grants of all Epropean countries which 
is very Objétttonable. But, if we can 
induce immigrants from Purope who‘ are 
engaged in agriculture in their own coun- 
try, and their ancestors before them hav- 
ing been engaged in the same business, ‘t 
would be a great thing. It seems to ine 
this might be_done if the matter was 
properly looked into. I am in favor of 
|a good class of immigrants coming jo 
| Georgia, no matter from what’ source 
they come. New England, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, North 
Carolina and South Carolina are all 
good sections of the country from which 
to «tain agricultural people. We want 
somebody to settle on the land; to culti- 
vate it in a farmer-like manner; to live 
inside his income; to become able to. buy 
the land ang pay for it. Georgia ought 
to be thoroughly advertised, and all her 
‘advantages pointed out among the peopie 
‘of the states and among the people of 
Europe. 

“In twenty-five years

There is a coun- 
try officially known as ‘‘the United States 
of Mexico,”’ another as “the United States . 
of Colombia,’’ another as “the United 
States of Venezuela’ and yet another 
as ‘‘the United States of Bolivia.” Ajj 
of them are on the American continent, 
and some of them have fallen into the 
careless habit of calling us ‘“‘the United 
States of North America’’ or ‘‘the United 
States of the North.’ Yet Mexico her 
self is likewise on the northern half of 
the continent, and it would create con- 
fusion to have two national entities 
known Officially as “the United States 
of the North.” 

Mr. Hay has therefore done well to in- 
sist upon the official recognition of our 
national name and title. There is but 
one “United States of America,” and 
when we employ the colloquial phrases, 
“American citizen,”’ ‘‘American embassy,” 
“American consul,” etc., no one is likely 
ti be miskd thereby. It can mean only 
a citizen of the United States of America, 
embassy of the United States of Amer- 
ica, etc. 

As to Canada, that is a dependency of 
Great Britain. It can lay no claim to rec- 
ognition as an independent national en- 
tity. It has no diplomatic status what- 
ever.

Clerks 
and private secretaries tried to keep him 
from seeging the president, but Mr. Smith 
got to the sanctum finally, being the 
kind of a “man who never lets go."’ He 
told President Williams that he wanted 
an exteneion of the loans. President Wil- 
liams replied that he would grant this, 
providing the other banks holding loans 
would agree.

Executive Department, July 27, 1904.—Where- 
as, the . general . @t its session in 
1903, proposed an amendment to the constitu- 
tion of this state, as set forth in an act ap- 
Proved August 17, 1903, to-wit: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the estate of Georgia, That article 
7, section 1, of the constitution of this state, 
be amended by adding to said section the fol- 
lowing paragraph, as pragraph 2: The levy 
of taxes on property for any ome year 
by the general assembly for all purposes, ex- 
cept to provide for repelling invasion, sup- 
pressing insurrection or defending the state 
in time of war, shall not exceed 5 mills on 
each dollar of the value of the property tax- 
able in the state. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, That when- 
ever the above ‘proposed amendment to the 
constitution shall be agreed to by. two-thirds 
of the members elected to each of the two 
houses of the general assembly, and the same 
has been entered on the journals, with the 
yeas and nays taken thereon, the governor 
shall, and he is hereby authorized and in- 
structed to cause said amendment to be pub- 
lished in, at least, two newspapers in each 
congressional district in this state, for, at 
least, two months next preceding the time for 
holding the next general election. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, That the 
above proposed amendment shall be submitted 
for ratification or rejection to the electors 
of this state at the next general election to be 
held, after publication as provided for in the 
second section of this act, in the several 
election districts of thie state, at which elec- 
tion every person shall be qualified to vote 
who is entitled to vote for members of the 
genéral assembly. All persons voting at said 
election in favor of adopting the proposed 
amendment ta the constitution shall have 
written or printed on their ballots the words, 
“For Ratification of the amendment to arti- 
cle 7, section 1, of the constitution of this 
state, so as to limit the levy of taxes on 
property for any one year by the general 
assembly to 5 mills on each dollar of the 
value of the property taxable in the state, 
except for the purpose of repelling invasion, 
suppressing insurrection, or defending the 
state in time of wars;’’ and all persons op- 
posed to the adoption of said amendment 
shafl have written or printed on their bal- 
lota the words: ‘‘Against the ratification of 
the amendn@naéto article 7, section 1, of the 
constitution of this state, so as to limit the 
levy of taxes on property for any one year 
by the general assembly to 5 mills on each 
dollar of the value of the property taxable 
in this state, except for the purpose of repell- 
ing: invasion, suppressing 
fending the state.in time of war.’’ 
a majority of the electors qualified 
for members of the general assembly 
thereon shall vote for said amendment, 
| eaid amendment shall 
constitution of this state. 

Now, therefore, I, Joseph M. Terrell, gov- 
ernor of said state, do issue this. my procla- 
mation, hereby declaring that the foregoing 
proposed amendment to the constitution is 
submitted for ratification or rejection to the 
voters of the state. qulified to vote for 
members of the general assembly. at ths 
general election to be held on Wednesday, 
October 5, 1904.
